from Kansas City for robbery and 
attempted assault to kill, it was an­ 
nounced at the prison today. 
Davis was sent here in April, 1921. 
The gun was stolen from the gov­ 
ernor’s manison last August by a 
negro convict trusty, whose sentence 
has expired and who has since been 
released, the officials said. 
The penitentiary 
officers 
found 
that a hole had been cut in the 
floor of Davis* cell, a block of con­ 
crete had been removed, the gun 
slipped beneath the 
new* 
and 
old 
floors and the concrete block re­ 
placed. 
Davis’ cell 
is on 
the 
top 
floor of E hall, the cell building in 
the northern part 
of 
the 
prison 
grounds near the Missouri River. 
Davis refused to talk and has been 
placed in solitary confinement. 
The theft of the pistol from the 
manison was discovered soon after 
its disappearance 
last 
August, 
it 
w’as said, and Warden John S. Craw­ 
ford suspected the negro trusty, who 
worked at the manison. 
For weeks 
the warden tried in vain to “sweat 
him out” on the subject, according 
to the officials and the negro wras 
even "detained,” at the prison for 
six weeks after his release had ex­ 
pired in order to obtain a cm!♦fu­ 
sion from him as to whom he had 
given the gun.

The story as told by both girls 
was that they had left their home

months 
ago, for Denver, Colo., where they 
had been employed as waitresses. 
Work 
became 
scarce 
in 
Denver, 
they stated, and they W’ent 
to Kan­ 
sas City, where they w’ere employed 
two weeks, but at the end of that 
time the restaurant v/as closed, and 
It was impossible to secure work 
w*.rk of any kind. 
They w’ere given 
aid by a charitable institution, they 
stated, but being unable to continue 
living that way, started out of Kan­ 
sas City, walking, hoping to work 
their way south toward their home.

CHICAGO, Dec. 19.—If state medi­ 
cal licensing boards will admit to 
examinations only those qualified by 
educations to be physicians while 
police powers of the state are di­ 
rected to search out and prosecute 
men practicing medicine without a 
license, the nation will be freed 
from incompetent doctors, the Amer­ 
ican 
Medical 
Association 
declared 
today in an official statement by 
its executive committee. 
The statement said that the num­ 
ber of medical imposters and poorly 
qualified physicians in the country, 
"does not even approximate 25,000,” 
the number claimed by a man un­ 
der indictment for diploma frauds in 
Missouri. 
It set out that during the 
past eight 
years, not 
more than 
2500 graduates of low' grade medi­ 
cal schools have received licenses. 
"For more than 20 years, the at­ 
tention of the public has been regu­ 
larly directed, in official 
publica­ 
tions of the association, to various 
evils,” 
the 
statement 
declared 
“Ever since 1918, the Journal of the 
American Medical Association has 
published annually the fact that the 
Connecticut and Arkansas eclectic 
licensing 
boards 
wTere 
apparently 
serving as clearing houses for low 
grade institutions in Missouri. 
"In 1920, the journal pointed out 
that Connecticut, through its eclec­ 
tic board, was licensing men who 
had not studied in eclectic medical 
schools, and even worse, was licens­ 
ing some men who had not appar­ 
ently completed a medical course in 
any 
school. 
Nevertheless, 
public 
officials 
have 
consistently 
disre­ 
garded these announcements until 
the sensational publicity accorded 
an expose by a St. Louis newspaper 
forced the matter on their atten­ 
tion. 
"Th ©statement of a man under

in 
Missouri, 
that 
there are more than 25,000 physi­ 
cians in the United States practic­ 
ing with false credentials has been 
made the subject of numerous edi­ 
torials.

Hair Nets So Fine Machines 
Can t Make Them 


Owing to the fine texture of human 
hair and the shortness of the strands, 
no machine ha* been invented that 
can knit delicate hair nets, so they 
must all be made by hand, says an 
eastern manufacturer. More than 95 
per cent of the world’s supply of this 
article is produced in the native hones 
of northern China, from where the hair 
is first shipped to the United States 
to be dyed and made sanitary by 
chemical process. It is then returned 
for knitting into net*. The strands are 
tied end to end to form one long 
string. This is wound on a shuttle 
which is worked round a bamboo stick 
or bodkin. The knot* are fastened 
similar to those in fish net* and ham­ 
mocks, and require skill created by 
years of practice. One net an hour is 
considered to be a good average for 
the ordinary worker.

political circles yesterday, when in 
a letter addressed to 
Minister

J Public Works, he stated, with refer- 
jence to the holding of new* elections, 


I that he had not decided to consult 
the country. At the time of the clos- 
j ing of Parliament by 
royal 
decree 
en December IO, it was freely pre- 
I dieted that he would later ask for a 
degree of dissolution as a prelude to 
a general election. 
Both the newspapers and the lead­ 
ers of the various 
political parties 
j were preparing for a new election. 
Some members of the Chamber of 
Deputies already had gone back to 
their homes to see the voters. 
The 
whole country seemed to have set­ 
tled itself down 
to a 
pre-election 
state, with the holding of caucuses 
and 
conferences. 
Political 
discus­ 
sions daily w*ere being recorded in 
the new’spapers. 
As the situation stands, the recent 
closing of the parliamentary session 
did not affect the present personnel 
of Parliament. The old Deputies are 
still in office until a decree is pro­ 
mulgated dissolving Parliament and 
calling for another election. 
“It is certain,” says the Giornale 
D’ltali. “that the .announcement clos­ 
ing the parliamentary session, put 
the country in a pre-election state or 
mind. 
The government must stabil­ 
ize its platform and then the political 
parties must adjust themselves 
ac­ 
cordingly.'* 
In some political circles the opin­ 
ion prevails that Premier Mussolini 
has never mentioned anything about 
dissolving aPrliament. It Is the belief 


there that he merely closed the pres­ 
ent session and intends to call it to­ 
gether again next spring, when the 
King will 
open 
the 
deliberations 
with a speech. 
On the other hand, there are still 
predictions of a coming election, in 
which there is talk of a probable 
coalition of the minority parties, in 
eluding some ot the parties ct the 
right, with the Fascists.

William R. Dolan, indicted with the 
others was not called to trial, attor­ 
neys reporting to the court that he 
was in Colorado in such poor health 
that his life would be endangered by 
returning here. 
Lieutenant Colonel Charles Loring, 
one of the committee which made a 
report on Nitro to the war depart­ 
ment before sale of the property to 
the industrial corporation testified 
that at a dinner at Scott’s home, he 
drank ginger ale and “did not know 
what wras in 
the 
other 
glasses.” 
Walter Jones, a negro, formerly em­ 
ployed at Nitro testified he served 
moonshine and “red” liquor to the 
visiting officers at Scott’s home. L. I 
J. Lattimore, who operated a taxi line 
at Nitro said Dolan asked where he 
could get him some liqiifr, and he 
sent him to Roy 
Martin, a driver. 
Later Martin asked the use of a car 
to get liquor for Dolan, saying Dolan | 
was giving a party for some officers 
from Washington. 
Martin testified 
that after talking 
with 
Dolan he 
drove seven miles from St. Albans 
and returned with 
two 
gallons of 
liquor which he delivered to Scott’s 
house and for which he said Dolan 
gave him $40.
